To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Farnham. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

One’ s annual  report  is  inevitably  concerned  with  a lot  of 
statistics  which,  for  the  majority  of  people,  are  rather  dull  reading 
tmless  they  reveal  anything  spectacular,  which  they  seldom  do. 

If  the  work  of  the  department  runs  smoothly,  if  no  particular 
epidemic  of  disease  occurs  or  the  Council  has  not  undertaken  any 
special  development  scheme  in  connection  with  housing,  drainage,  open 
spaces,  etc.,  then  again  there  appears  to  be  little  of  interest  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  and  one  may  be  tempted  to  sit  back 
and  say,  ’’No  news  is  good  news". 

It  is  also  paradoxical  that  annual  reports  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  purport  to  be  reports  on  the  health  of  the 
population,  whereas,  in  fact,  they  relate  largely  to  the  incidence  of 
disease  and  ill  health  in  the  area.  In  the  not  too  distant  future 
perhaps  we  may  be  able  to  emphasise  the  number  of  people  who  did  not 
suffer  from  this  or  that  disease  and  produce  some  form  of  health  index 
as  opposed  to  mortality  and  morbidity  rates. 

1 960  was  unspectacular  and  the  work  of  my  department  ran 
smoothly,  thanks  to  my  efficient  staff,  but  nevertheless,  in  case 
members  do  not  feel  like  wading  through  the  whole  of  my  report,  I 
would  like  to  call  their  attention  to  a few  items  which  I think  are 
worthy  of  their  attention. 

In  connection  v;ith  statistics,  the  number  of  inhabited 
dwellings  has  increased  during  the  year  by  335,  which  is  much  more  than 
for  many  years. 

The  A12  babies  born  in  Farnham  during  1960  is  the  highest 
since  194-7  and  the  birth  rate  is  higher  than  it  has  been  since  1945» 

The  fact  that  this  has  occurred  while,  at  the  same  time,  there  has  been 
a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  people  attending  the  Family 
Planning  Clinic  suggests  that  this  clinic  lives  up  to  its  name  and  is 
not,  as  many  people  think,  designed  solely  to  prevent  pregnancy. 

Venereal  disease  had  increased  and  is  undoubtedly  associated 
with  a marked  increase  in  promiscuity  among  teenagers,  a problem  v/hich 
is  causing  considerable  anxiety  to  all  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
the  young. 


Hospital  facilities  in  the  area  are  sadly  inadequate  and 
there  is  a shortage  of  beds  for  acute  surgery  of  all  kinds  and  for 
midwifery.  Over  400  mothers  had  to  have  their  babies  in  hospitals 
outside  the  Farnham  Hospital  Group  during  1 96O  and  when  last  checked, 
two  years  ago,  it  was  found  that  about  300  surgical  cases  similarly  had 
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to  "be  dealt  with  at  G-uildford,  Alton,  Woking,  Reading  and  London, 
ov/ing  to  lack  of  beds  in  the  Famham  Hospital  Group.  This  is  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  beds  are  often  blocked  for  months  by  chronic  cases 
who  should  be  accommodated  in  special  hospitals  or  homes,  of  v/hich, 
again,  there  is  a great  shortage,  especially  for  women. 

I feel  that  there  should  be  a freer  exchange  of  patients 
between  hospitals  and  v/elfare  institutions,  which  would  be  made  possible 
if  the  latter  v/ere  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

A day  hospital  where  people,  mainly  elderly,  could  be  looked 
after  while  their  relatives  are  at  work  would  be  welcomed  by  both 
patients  and  relatives  and  would  release  some  of  the  hospital  beds  at 
present  occupied,  not  because  skilled  medical  or  surgical  treatment  is 
required  but  solely  because  there  is  no  one  at  home  during  the  day  to 
give  them  some  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  the  ne?;  outfall  for  the  drainage  system  of 
the  town  v/as  completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  v;ill  deal  satisfactorily 
v;ith  many  of  the  previous  drainage  problems. 

Under  the  new  Slaughterhouse  Regulations,  the  last  private 
slaughterhouse  operating  in  Farnham  w^as  closed. 

Yfith  these  observations,  I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report 

for  1 960 .

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The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  has  increased,  by  335  dm'jjig  the 
past  year,  a considerable  increase  on  any  previous  year  recently. 

The  number  of  births  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1947  and  the 
birth  rate  of  15.6  is  the  highest  since  1949* 

The  death  rate  remains  stationary  and  the  death  rate  for  infants 
under  1 year  is  again  reasonably  satisfactory  at  12.3  per  1,000  live  births 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  National  figure  of  21,7  per  1,000. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  which  was  due  to  a self-inflicted 
infection.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  motor  accidents  was  reduced  from 
7 to  5 but  deaths  from  all  other  accidents,  v;hich  have  averaged  about  7 
year,  rose  to  13  during  i960.  T/hile  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  stomach  and 
breast  are  lower,  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  men  has  continued  to 
increase,  although  the  figures  for  women  remain  stationary.  The  number  of 
deaths,  l6  in  men  and  2 in  women,  is  the  highest  so  far  recorded  in  Famham. 

I would  again  stress  the  undoubted  relationship  between  excessive  smoking  and 
lung  cancer  and  urge  young  people  not  to  commence  smoking  or  to  give  up  before 
they  become  too  addicted  to  the  habit.

A^/3ULANCE  SERVICE 

1960  was  an  exceedingly  busy  year  for  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  who  answered  300  more  calls  than  in  the  previous  year  and  had  a 
record  mileage  of  over  82,000  miles.  In  spite  of  this,  they  were  able  to 
supply  first  aid  cover  to  more  public  events  than  ever,  as  well  as  continuing 
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to  assist  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Pellowshii)  and  providing  bathing  teams 
to  assist  the  cripples  at  Woodlarks  Camp.  The  Division  again  obtained  a 
100^  pass  at  the  annual  re-examination  and  the  annual  display  and  inspection 
was  a conspicuous  success.  Por  the  first  time  for  some  years,  the  Division 
entered  the  field  of  competition  vrork  and  their  teara  secured  second  place  in 
the  "Fetter"  Cup,  missing  the  trophy  by  only  one  point.  First  aid  lectures 
were  given  by  officers  and  members  to  the  Public,  Civil  Defence,  Boys' 
Brigade  (Methodist  and  Congegational) , Boy  Scouts,  etc.  Members  have 
devoted  8,888  hours  of  their  leisure  time  to  the  various  branches  of  their 
work  - a truly  excellent  record.

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VOLUNTARY  SSRVIGES 


Once  again,  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  debt  the  town 
owes  to  its  voluntary  services,  which  get  too  little  publicity  and  thanks 
for  all  they  do.  The  main  ones  are  listed  below  but  others  of  a minor 
and  perhaps  less  obvious  nature  are  being  quietly  carried  on  by  many 
public  spirited  people. 


When  there  is  any  social  or  domestic  problem,  or  a service 
to  be  organised,  one  invariably  turns  to  the  lY.VoSc  for  help  and  is  seldom 
disappointed.  This  body  of  ladies  does  sterling  work  in  Famham  in  a 
great  variety  of  ways.  The  name  of  the  Centre  Organiser  is  Mrs.  Barter 
and  the  address  of  the  main  office  is  3 Victoria  Road,  Famham.  Among 
their  many  activities  are  the  follovidng 


Darby  and  Joan  Clubs 

These  are  for  men  and  women  over  the  age  of  60  and  meetings  are 
held  as  follows 


The  Ridgway  Club  meet  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Mondays  at 
The  Bourne  Hall. 

The  Lower  Bourne  Club  meet  on  the  1 st  and  3rd  Mondays  at 
The  British  Legion  Hall.

Institute. 

The  Badshot  Lea  Club  meet  on  alternate  Mondays  at  the 
Working  Men's  Club. 

The  Weyboume  Club  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  the  month 
at  the  Village  Hall. 

The  Yi^recclesham  Club  meet  on  the  last  Thursday  in  the 
month  at  the  Village  Hall. 


These  clubs  are  very  popular  and  well  attended. 


The  Gostrei 


This  is  primarily  a luncheon  club  for  the  over  60' s.  It  is 
held  in  the  hut  in  Gostrey  Meadow  and  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to  3 p.m.  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  A hot  meal  is  served  for  l/6d  and  tea  for  a few 
pence.  A free  lending  library  and  a chiropody  service,  for  which  3/” 
(two  feet)  is  charged,  are  also  available.  There  are  some  130  members 
and  an  average  of  40  to  50  people  have  meals  on  Tuesdays  and  uO  to  70  oii 
Fridays.  It  is  staffed  entirely  by  voluntary  virorkers. 


Unfortunately,  these  premises,  which  were  put  up  during  the 
war  as  a temporary  structure  for  the  British  Restaurant,  are  coming  to 
the  end  of  their  life  and  new  premises  will  have  to  be  found. 

"Meals-on-Wheels" 

This  service  delivers  meals  to  old  people  at  a cost  of  l/3d 
per  meal  and  to  housebound  people  or  invalids  at  a cost  of  l/6d  three 
times  a week,  on  Tuesdays,  Yfednesdays  and  Fridays.  More  than  one  meal 
can  be  provided  at  a visit,  if  required,  which  can  be  heated  up  and  used 
the  following  day. 

During  the  year  2, 91 2 meals  were  despatched.  It  is  not  generally 
that,  although  these  meals  are  most  often  provided  for  the  elderly, 
any  person  who  is  temporarily  housebound  and  without  help,  e.g. , a young 
person  with  a sprained  ankle  living  alone,  is  eligible  for  this  service. 

Citizens ' Advice  Bureau 

This  is  situated  at  the  WoV.S.  Office  and  is  open  from  Monday 
to  Friday  between  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m. , and  2.15  and  4.15  p.m.  (closed  on 
Wednesday  afternoon). 
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Many  and  various  are  the  problems  brought  to  the  bureau  but, 
as  a result  of  the  skilled  advice  available,  the  majority  of  the  problems 
can  be  successfully  dealt  with. 

International  Club 

Mem.bers  of  all  nationalities  of  both  sexes  are  welcomed  at 
the  Gostrey  Club  every  Thursday  betv/een  2 and  10  p.m. , and  the  club  has 
a membership  of  approximately  200.  Games  are  organised,  refreshments 
provided  and  expeditions  are  organised  in  the  summer  months. 


Blind  Club 


A club  for  blind  people  is  organised  by  the  County  Association 
for  the  Blind  and  meets  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  in  the  month  at  the  Gostrey 
Club  from  2.30  to  5 P*m.  An  entertainment  and  tea  are  provided. 


This  very  useful  service  is  arranged  by  the  W.V.S.,  to  whom 
application  for  enrolment,  either  as  a sitter  or  parent,  should  be  made. 
In  the  interest  of  both  parties,  references  are  taken  up  for  sitters  and 
parents.  At  the  present  time  the  scheme  has  about  100  parents  and  40 
sitters  as  members.  The  charge  is  2/-  per  hour  and  2/6d  after  11  p.m, 
Reasonable  notice  is  required,  as  a considerable  number  of  sitters  are 
not  on  the  telephone. 


This  is  organised  by  the  W.V.S.,  and  provides  reliable  attendants 
(not  trained  nurses)  to  sit  up  at  night  with  patients  whose  families  cannot 
look  after  them  by  night  as  well  as  by  day.  The  charge  is  15/-  per  night, 
which  can  be  subsidised  in  necessitous  cases. 


This  canteen,  situated  in  the  Out-patient  Department  of  Barnham 
Hospital,  v/as  started  several  years  ago  by  the  W.V.S.,  and  has  been  staffed 
by  them  since.  It  provides  refreshments  for  patients,  staff  and  visitors 
and  is  much  appreciated. 


Welfare  Foods 

National  dried  milk,  orange  juice,  vitamin  tablets,  cod  liver 
oil,  baby  clothing,  etc.,  can  be  obtained  at  the  W.V.S.,  office  every 
morning  except  Saturday  from  10  a. m.  to  12.30  p.m. , and  Monday  and  Friday 
afternoons  from  2.30  to  4.30  p.m.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  services 
provided  at  the  welfare  clinics. 


The  W.V.S.,  operate  a trolley  shop  at  St.  James’  Home  for  the 
Aged  every  Monday  afternoon  and  the  Red  Cross  do  the  same  service  every 
Tuesday  afternoon  at  Famham  Hospital  and  every  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
Green  Lane  Hospital.  Sv/eets,  tobacco,  sugar,  biscuits,  notepaper  and 
other  small  requirements  are  available  and  the  shop  is  much  appreciated. 

British  Red  Cross  Society 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  Scriven,  Divisional  Director,  for  the

Escort 

This  work  has  more  than  doubled  since  last  year’s  report  and 
nine  cases  have  been  escorted. 

Transport 

A daily  journey  to  the  local  hospital  for  the  past  two  months  has 
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proved  a record  and  81+  journeys  have  been  made. 


Mobile  Library 

The  mobile  library  has  issued  602  books  during  1960.  We  still 
have  the  usual  requests  for  light  literature  with  an  occasional  demand 
for  biographies  and  travel.  Every  thr-ee  months  we  have  an  exchange  of 
30  books  with  Guildford  and  have  received  numerous  gifts  throughout  the  year. 

Trolley  Shop 

Another  successful  year  has  taken  place  with  sales  increasing 
considerabHy  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  There  has  been  quite  a 
demand  for  soft  drinks.  Our  regular  helpers  continue  to  give  very  loyal 
support.  At  Green  Lane  Hospital,  patients  continued  to  enjoy  the  visit 
of  the  Basket,  with  the  consequent  friendly  chat  and  opportunity  to  buy 
something  they  fancy. 


The  total  number  of  visits  paid  was  872  - considerably  more  than 
last  year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  are  elderly,  sometimes  living  alone 
or  with  relatives  who  go  out  to  work,  and,  apart  from  the  general  contacts 
and  supervision.

The  Red  Cross  do  shopping  and  generally  lend  a hand  to  those  who  are 
homebound. 


The  almoners  of  the  Eamham  Hospital  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Welfare  Department  and  for  the  written 
reports  which  keep  them  aware  of  the  patients'  circumstances  and  needs. 

Forget-Me-Not  Club 

The  members  have  enjoyed  a year  of  varied  activities,  which 
included  two  Christmas  parties,  as  an  experiment  v7as  made  of  holding  one 
in  January.  Both  were  happy  occasions  v^ith  an  entertainment  following 
delicious  meals.  Four  coach  drives  took  place  in  spite  of  indifferent 
weather. 


A successful  garden  party  was  held  in  the  grounds  of  Red  Cross 
House  diiring  the  summer  and  a sum  of  £72  w^as  paid  into  the  funds,  which 
was  divided  between  the  Forget-Me-Not  Club  and  Good  Fellowship  Club, 

Members  worked  very  hard  to  realise  this  splendid  sum.  Four  entertainments 
during  the  year  were  very  popular,  as  v/as  also  the  annual  attendance  at  the 
Castle  Theatre  in  Febmaary. 

Several  squares  of  blanket  have  been  made  by  the  members,  which 
have  been  put  together  by  a Red  Cross  member,  and  these  are  ready  to  be 
sent  to  Headquarters  for  the  National  appeal. 


Good  Fellowshit 


The  club,  once  again,  owes  a great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
Ladies'  and  Men's  Clubs,  who,  throughout  the  year,  provide  teas  and 
transport  for  the  meetings.  Without  them,  the  club  could  not  function. 
The  membership  of  the  club  has  increased  to  well  over  thirty  regular 
members  so  that  the  Red  Cross  Hall  is  barely  adequate  for  everyone  and  the 
v/heel  chairs. 


The  finances  of  the  club  have  benefited  from  the  numerous  sales 
of  v7ork  done  by  the  members  - excellent  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

This  year,  the  funds  were  also  augmented  by  half  the  profits  from  a 
successful  garden  fete  run  jointly  by  both  clubs. 

The  annual  summer  outing  was  to  Worthing  and  this  was  so  much 
enjoyed  that  members  hope  to  go  there  again. 

The  year  ended  for  the  club  with  the  Christmas  party,  finishing 
with  the  singing  of  "Auld  Lang  Syne" . The  Dramatic  Section  put  on  an 
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excellent  entertainment. 


HOME  imiP  SERVICE 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  provide  domestic  assistance 
in  the  case  of  illness  or  maternity  hut  the  majority  of  the  work  is  in 
connection  v/ith  the  aged  or  infirm. 

The  number  of  helps  is  twenty  but  recruitment  is  becoming  more 
difficult  owing  to  industrial  firms  in  the  locality  absorbing  available 
labour.  The  helps  received  an  increase  in  pay  on  January  1st,  19^1, 
and  now  get  3/4'l'd  per  hour.

FAMILY  PLAHNIH&  ASSOCIATION 

The  Farnhem  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  has  now 
completed  its  fourth  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  third  clinic  per  month,  begun  in  June,  19^0,  has  more  than  justified 
itself  and  numbers  of  new  patients  attending,  as  w'ell  as  of  old  patients 
returning,  show  e.  steady  increase.  The  total  number  of  patients  attending 
in  1960  was  446,  as  compared  with  358  a year  previously. 

The  work  of  the  clinic  covers,  as  before,  premarital  instruction, 
the  planning  of  the  family  (which  includes  both  family  limitation  and 
promotion)  and  marital  problems.  Patients  may  be  referred  both  from  and 
to  their  own  doctors,  the  Public  Health  Clinic  doctor  and  the  obstetric 
and  gynaecological  consultant  at  the  hospital,  as  necessary.  This  entails 
often  close  co-operation  between  clinic  and  doctor  concerned  or,  on  the 
social  sido,  with  the  health  visitor. 

The  clinic  continues  to  run  smoothly  under  Dr,  Olive  M,  Hurford, 
assisted  by  one  trained  Family  Planning  Association  nurse  and  usually  two 
St,  John's  nurses,  who  give  their  services  and  time  voluntarily  and  most 
willingly. 

HOSPITALS 


The  hospital  services  in  the  area  have  long  been  regarded  as 
inadequate  but  at  lastthe  Ministry  have  obtained  a site  in  Aldershot, 
where  it  is  planned  to  provide  a new  hospital  of  approximately  500  beds. 
This  will  possibly  mean  the  closing  or  change  in  use  of  one  or  more  of 
the  hospitals  in  Famham, 

The  new  hospital  is  not  included  in  the  Ministry' s programme 
of  hospital  development  for  1964-65  and  it  is,  therefore,  urgent  that 
some  short  term  impiovements  should  be  made  at  Farnham  Hospital  to  cope 
with  the  steadily  increasing  work. 

These  include  the  provision  of  a new  operating  theatre, 
nurses'  home,  nurses'  class  rooms  and  recreation  hall  and  accommodation 
for  resident  medical  staff,  as  v/ell,  of  course,  as  increasing  the  number 
of  beds  so  that  it  becomes  possible  to  allocate  a definite  number  for 
specialities,  such  as  ear,  nose  and  throat,  eye  cases,  plastic  surgery, 
etc.

In  some  oases  owners,  when  served  with  a notice  to  carry  out 
repairs  to  properties,  have  found  difficulty  in  getting  a builder  to 
undertake  work  of  this  nature  and  in  a number  of  cases  there  has  been 
considerable  delay  before  work  has  commenced. 

Seventy-eight  properties  have  been  visited  in  connection  with 
enquiries  and  applications  for  Improvement  Grants.  The  existence  of  this 
scheme  appears  to  be  more  v/idely  knovm  than  it  was  a few  years  ago  and,  for 
the  more  straightforward  schemes,  both  owners  and  builders  welcome  the 
simpler  procedure  of  the  Standard  Grant  scheme.

(c)  Slum  Clearance 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  allocate  ten  dwelling  units  per 
annum  for  the  next  five  years  for  occupants  of  properties  dealt  v^ith  as 
UTifit  houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957» 

Following  action  under  this  Act,  six  houses  were  demolished, 
four  undertakings  not  to  re-let  were  accepted  and  three  Closing  Orders  were 
made, 

FACTORIES 


All  the  factories  in  the  disti-ict  were  visited  during  19^0; 
the  defects  fovmd  were  generally  of  a minor  nature  and  were  dealt  v/ith 
informally.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Except  for  the  welfare  provisions  of  the  Act,  it  has  not  been 
found  possible  to  carry  out  many  inspections  relating  to  the  display  of 
notices  and  the  dosing  provisions. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  whole  Act  will  be  reviewed 
•r,  at  least,  the  provisions  regarding  Sunday  Trading  be  clarified. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  build  two  new  blocks  of 
public  convenienoes,  one  block  in  the  Victoria  Road  Car  Park  and  the  other 
in  The  Hart  Car  Park.  It  was  also  decided  to  close  the  unsatisfactory 
convenienoes  in  East  Street. 

Wash-basins  were  fitted  in  the  West  Street  Conveniences. 

SWIMMINC  BATHS 


Sixteen  samples  of  water  ?v'ere  taken  from  the  Council’s  two 
swimming  baths.  These  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  the  results  were  satisfactory  with  one  exception  in  respect  of  the 
small  bath.  The  result  of  this  sample  was  slightly  below  the  recognised 
standard  but,  after  increased  chlorination,  follow  up  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  from  private  baths  sited  at  boarding  schools  in 
the  district  were  obtained.  The  earlier  results  were  not  good  and  checks 
made  showed  that  inadequate  chlorination  was  being  carried  out.  Advice 
was  given  and  further  checks  for  residual  chlorine  were  made  and  the  later 
results  of  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  proved 
satisfactory. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  licences  were  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

No  difficulties  v/ere  experienced  in  respect  of  the  two  premises  concerned. 

RODENT  AI\'D  PEST  CONTROL 

One  man  is  employed  on  rodent  control  work  and  he  also,  under 
supervision,  carries  out  insect  pest  control  work  when  necessary.

WASPS 

During  the  year  requests  were  received  for  the  destruction  of  84 
wasps  nests,  of  which  59  on  private  property  were  destroyed  at  the  Council's 
standing  charge  of  l5/“  per  nest.  Six  were  destroyed  on  premises  for  which 
annual  contracts  for  pest  control  are  held  by  the  Council  and  four  were  the 
Council's  own  responsibility.  The  remainder,  being  in  inaccessible  positions 
on  private  premises,  could  not  be  destroyed. 

MOVEABLE  DTOLLINCS 

Although  the  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  the  district  is 
relatively  small  and  no  large  sites  exist,  a considerable  amount  of  time  has 
been  spent  in  controlling  the  licensing  of  caravans  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  193^.  This  has  been  due  to  the  necessity  of  daily 
checks  having  to  be  made  to  obtain  the  necessary  evidence  as  the  length  of 
stay  of  any  particular  caravan. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960,  came  into  force  and  this  entailed  the  survey  of  all  sites  and  the 
drawing  up  of  more  stringent  site  conditions. 

This  legilsation  was  welcomed  and  should  do  much  to  improve  the 
Local  Authority's  control  of  unsatisfactory  caravan  sites.

573  visits  were  made  to  food  shops,  cafes,  canteens,  bakehouses, 
licensed  premises,  etc.  It  is  found  that  food  shops  generally  are  being 

improved  but,  in  a number  of  cases,  congested  storage  facilities  at  the 
rear  of  shop  premises  still  present  problems. 

More  foodstuffs  are  being  pre-packed;  the  pre-packing  of 
vegetables  has  considerably  helped  in  the  general  tidiness  and  cleanliness 
of  the  general  shops  handling  varied  food  commodities.  It  also  lessens 
the  risk  of  the  food  handlers  soiling  their  hands. 

The  display  of  prepared  meat  products  under  unsuitable 
temperature  conditions  still  gives  rise  for  concern. 

ICE-CREAl^l 


There  is  no  ice-cream  made  in  the  area,  all  the  shops  being 
supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  larger  manufacturers. 

Twenty- three  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Methylene  Blue  Testing;  all  the  results 
were  satisfactoiy. 

Little  difficulty  is  now  experienced  with  this  commodity  but 
attention  has  still  to  be  paid  to  the  handling  of  the  linwrapped  product. 

Four  additional  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream.

A fev;  retail  shops  sell  sterilised  milk 
but,  in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk  is  retailed. 

There  is  one  H.T.S.T.  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district,  from 
which  weekly  samples  are  taken,  all  of  which  satisfied  the  statutory  tests.

The  Mini-ster  accepted 
the  report  and  appointed  the  1st  October,  i960,  as  the  day  from  which  all 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area  had  to  comply  v/ith  the  Construction  Regulations.

The  ten  samples  of  meat  pies  submitted  for  analysis  were  obtained  ! 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  following  a request  from  the  Urban  District 
Councils*  Association  to  take  part  in  a scheme  to  obtain  evidence  as  to  the 
composition  of  meat  pies.  Details  of  the  information  obtained  were  sent  to 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Pood  Standards  Committee.
